The program for the day this 
year is expected to follow along 
the lines of the rally held in the 
Union Ball-room on this day last 
year, when students from -all over 
the world gave a series of short 
talks, and a . series of the' national 
congs of the Soviet Union was sung 
by the Glinka choir. However, the 
committee in charge has not yet 
released all the details of this 
year's program. 



The dance on Saturday is planned 
to be a continuation of the recrea- 
tional' part, of the^ club's, program, 
and will be held In 'the Grill room 
ot the Union, starting at 8.30 p.m. 
The program will be simple, con- 
sisting merely of dancing, with a 
short intermission in the middle of 
ihe evening for a Yew folk-dances. 
The committee handling this affair 
is under ttie direction ot Daphne 
Wharton, from whom further details 
may be obtained.

"Si valetis, ego valeo, bene 
est." 

. The ghost of Cicero clapped 
his ectoplasmlc hands in Joy 
last night— or perhaps be jgnash» 
ed his ghostly teeUj in sorrow 
—as tho Classical Club per- 
formed the modern miracle of 
raising the venerable tongue ot 
the Romans from the dead. 
Again and again did the, classic 
language turn to those students 
of Latin gathered in the Union 
Grillroom with a cry of "Et to, 
Brute." By this morning the 
speech of the Romans, gory and 
sieved with wounds, reposes 
again in the tomb whence last 
night's senace conjured it. 

Latin however, was not alone 
in its revivified glory, for a 
wraith of Greek, a skde^y^l 
French, and some full-^lecl 
Englfsh combined to heighten 
Babel. The English emanated 
from Tony Gale, who discussed 
at length classical education in 
the West Indies, and from his 
various auditors who, astounded 
by his account of the amount 
of. Latin and Greek which an 
Antillean Is expected to absorb, 
peppered him with variegated 
interrogations on the subject 
which he had treated. 

The French appeared spas- 
modically out of nowhere, and 
as suddenly silently vanished 
into the thin air. The Greek 
was ' the responsibility of the 
' past president of the club, Ross 
Macdonald, who, 'after murder- 
ing it for two solid hours In the 
library previously, placed 
under his tongue the magic 
pebbles and Invoked it again 
for two uncomprehending, awe- 
struck, open-mouthed minutes, 
whereupon he gave it leave to 
withdraw to the land ot the 
spirits. 

Tliereaf ter, one of the largest 
assortments of spiritualists ever 
to attend a similar seance, com- 
bined their occult powers to 
raise the roof. This 'particular 
demonstration was .accompan- 
ied by weird keenings (opopol, 
ototol, pheu) to music strangely 
familiar, though the words are 
seldom heard echoing down the 
urlong corridors of antiquity. 

One by one the spirits were 
despatched back through the 
Avemian vale (or veil, as tho 
case may be) and the scanciers 
revived their harrowed souls 
with comestibles and potables 
suitably condimented.

S.LéC. Meeting 
Favors Petition 

Future Plans 
Of Study Group 
Are Outlined

•. B. K. Sandwell. editor of "Saturday Night," voiced his opin- 
ion in favour of admitting refugees of Nazi persecution into 
Canada without regards to "race, creed, or financial status," in 
an addrcïs to tho Montreal People's Forum last night in the 
Montreal High School Auditorium. Mr. Carswell, co-president of 
Ihe.PeopIe'ti^l^^^iiodiicted the Toronto editor. 

Mr. Sandwell began his ad- 
dress op "The Rights of Sanc- 
tionary,!' contrasting the "rights 
of property and rights of human- 
ity" and rebuking those who 
were of the opinion that immi- 
grants should have specified fin- 
ancial resources. Discussing dis- 
crimination to nationality Mr. 
Sandwell said that we are more 
kind to members of our com- 
munity in this tho twentieth cen- 
tury than the preceding century, 
but to the contrary as pertaining 
to people outside our com- 
munity. 

Mr. Sandwell emphasized his 
main point that Great Britain, a 
country in dire peril for fouu: years, 
lacking hi food, clothing, and fuel 
supplies admitted 150,000 refugees 
while Canada comparatively unde- 
veloped and abounding in natural 
resources adinitted only. 15,000. Ho 
wondered why Canada should fly 
the same flag which symbolized a 
haven to the oppressed. . . 

He summarized ,the attitude ot 
the Canadian people In' one fotur- 
lettered word .'. . FEAR In econo- 
mical, political and social fields. 
The speaker delved deeply Into the 
economic question, but remained 
firm in his belief that a greater 
would increase consumption which 
would logically demand an jncresse 
in employnnent. 

The petition which he urged his 
audience to sign was, he said, actu- 
ally a remark to the Government; 
on the part of the people which 
would stimulate the Government to 
make a serious Investigation of the 
question. 

Mr. Sandwell concluded, "We ara 
under moral obligation to do what 
we can do in helping the stranded 
refugees." Other nations would 
follow suit, and the world will have 
thiis established a spirit of interna- 
tional mutual aid. 



Last night the first meeting of 
the Student Labor Club Education- 
al series was held in the S.C.M. 
house. The meeting was well at- 
tended, and all those present took 
part In the discussion on "Canada's 
position in the Refugee Problem." 
All the objections to the signing of 
the petition, which is currently 
being circulated, were brought for- 
ward. These were discussed from 
various .angles and those present 
were In agreement that none of 
these objections were in any way 
well-founded, or of sufficient rea- 
son -for refusing -to sign " the peti- 
tion. 

After lengthy discussion the 
chairman summed up the argu- 
ments in the following words: "The 
number of refugees immediately in- 
volved in the issue does not exceed 
10,000 and entry of this group into 
Canada will in no way affect the 
economy of our country. The ap- 
peal is mainly a humanitarian and 
moral one— the transfer of refugees 
nw stranded In Portugal to Can- 
ada will permit a similar number to 
enter this country and thus the 
lives ot 10,000 anti-Nazis can be 
saved. Wo feel that the arguments 
presented to the effect that an in- 
flux of refugees will result In a loss 
of jobs for Canadians is completely 
without foundation. ,The vast ma- 
jority of those refusing to sign the 
petition do so partly because of 
racial and nationalistic bias and

One quarter of a century ago tliè war 
wliicli was to end all wars came to an end. 
It liad lasted four years, and the soldiers 
and civilians were almost ready to craclc 
under the strain. We arc now in our fiftli 
year of anotlier such "war, and the spirit 
on both the figliting and ,the home fronts 
is excellent. 

What is the reason for this moral forti- 
tude of tlie present generation? Are we in 
sight of victory? Do wo thinlc this will bo 
the last of the "total wars"? Do wc foresee 
prosperity and freedom from want in the 
post-war period? 

We have reason to be of good cheer, for 
although the victory is not yet won, it is 
in sight. As yet we have not experienced 
the great loss of life which was suffered by 
both sides in the last war, and for this wc 
should be grateful. Our Hussian allies have 
been bearing the brunt of the German 
arras, and to them goes a great deal of the 
credit for our high morale. In addition, our 
recent campaigns have met with consid- 
erable success, and for this we should 
thank God. 

Wo' must not feel, however, that the 
winning of the war will be the end of our 
problems. For ua, as university students, 
the fight will be beginning. The lives laid 
down by our fighting troops will have been 
, sacrificed in vain if we do not insure a just 
settlement of the peace, and , a stable 
economic structure for those who return 
and for future generations. This is the 
"raison d'etre" of all students who are per- 
mitted to remain in the university, and if 
we fail in this respect we are draft-dodgers, 
and we will be the murderers of our own 
. children when the next war is fought. 

"To you from failing hands we throw 
the torch; be yours to hold it high."

(The Wei/are Fédération oj Montreal sup- 
port* or subsidises some 31 social apencies in 
this dti/, Amon0 them are such well-known 
oroanlzatlons as the Family Wel/are, which 
expended some 300,000 dollars "to help relieve 
poverty" lojt year. But there are many letser 
known ones who also perform an important 
work, and this column will try. to give some 
information conceminp 3 of them.) 

For the Blind 

While war's employment rise has given the 
blind greater chances to beoome self-support- 
ing, the great majority of the sightless aro un- 
suited for steady Indiutrial or commercial em- 
ployment and the Quebec . Division of the 
Canadian National Institute for the Blind con- 
tinues to supply helpful service to those who 
arc unable to take any regular employment. 

The Institute still carries home teaching 
service into many homes. The blind, even those 
well on in years, are taught to read and write 
by touch, to take part in family games and 
pastimes and to undertake many home duties 
which they once believed Impossible without 
sight They are also taught homo handicrafts 
which aid in supplementing their income. Last 
year alone home teaching was given to 113. 

The Institute has also made every attempt 
to place the blind, who can take jobs In in- 
dusUy, in. suitable occupations. While a num- 
ber have been placed, the organization is not 
entirely satisfied with results, finding that 
Industry, through Ignorance of the capabilities 
of skilled blind workers, is reluctant to hire 
them for it fears a greater accident rislc and 
because the Institute here lacks an experienced 
sightless placement officer in the Industrial 
field capable of removing the current sceptic- 
ism: Through the efforts of the Institute, a 
Blind Workman's Compensation Law has re- 
cently been passed in this Province which safe- 
guards an employer of blind workers, to an 
even greater degree than with sighted workers. 

To the work of the Institute, Welfare Feder- 
ation granted $3,800 In 1042.

It seems that the 
critics for the most part consider 
Tschaikowsky's music rather below 
their level anyway. 

As for believing that'imktern or 
chestras greatly Insult the genius 
of great composers, one might be 
justified In a few coses perhaps— 
but not in the case of Freddie Mar 
tin's recordings of Tschaikowsky.

In addition to the above agencies, the Child 
Welfare Department has its own particular 
problem— that of the maintenance ^iia ndfjH iper- 
vlsion of the dependent and neglecteif^tld. 

The Board^of the Baron dc HIrsch Institute 
Is to be commended on its progressive move 
in having taken measures to ensure tho pro- 
tection of neglected and dependent Jewish 
children in lifontreaL The lack of these facili- 
ties In the past- has resulted in unavoidable 
maladjustments of children with complications 
carried over into adult life. In jaractlcaily 
every city in America, private philanthropy 
has led the way In advancing child care and 
protection by establishing children's aid soci- 
eties and thus paving tho way for adequate 
child welfare leg'isIatibn.VAs soon as the social 
service of these agencies merltèd civic recogni- 
tion, they were generally given public /grants- 
in-aid to further their work. ' 

In October 1038, the Baron de HIrsch Insti- 
tute Board took the initial step in lending its

deavour. It is an Inherent instinct 
to seek out and overcome problems 
or feats considered impossible by 
preceding generations and the art 
of mountain-climbing offered them 
an inexhaustible field worthy of 
their best efforts. 

"Mountaineering is an exacting 
sport and makes severe demands on 
those who wish to taste its joys to 
the full. Philosophers have been 
hard put to explain why men should 
return to the mountains year after 
year, sweating, .toiling and freezing 
on rock îJnd snow and ice wlicn tlie 
joys and the rew^nrds offered to 
then) are sometimes not self-evi- 
dent to the uninitiated eye. Those 
who believe in pre-destined fate 
win argue that some men arc des- 
tined to a life of research, some to 
a life of golf, of sailing or perhaps 
ski-ing and a few are destined to 
taste the spiritual uplift of high 
mountaineering. The reason why I 
climb?; To answer in some measure 
the challenge of the mountains to 
do and dare; to know the profound 
joy of visiting untrodden peaks and 
glaciers and to satisfy a perhaps too 
adventurous spirit; to escape from 
a mundane world and enter one In 
which man is pitted against the ele- 
ments and enjoy every encduntcr, 
whether fair weather or foul. So 
much for the philosophical side; let 
us pass on the practical aspect. 

Rock-climbing is as yet the only 
phase of the broader art of moun 
tahieering practiced by the Outing 
Club. Those who have taken an ac- 
tive part In this phase of the Club's 
activities were initiated into this 
somewhat mysterious sport in and 
around the Condor, a pecullfirly 
shattered flake of rock some one 
hundred and fifty feet in height 
separated from the main cliff and 
which stands out as a sentinel. A 
beginners Introduction consists of 
scalhig a few short slabs on the 
main cliff to the right of the Con- 
dor and which lead to an easy 
forty-foot rappel. The word "rap 
pel" Is used to denote a method of 
descending rapidly and safely , any 
cliff by means of a double rope. To 
the left of these slabs one may find 
three longer rappels, all over ninety 
feet in height, for the more experi- 
enced climber. The Condor Itself 
offers three fine chhnneys, a finger 
craclc (a vertical break in the rock 
of the order of three-quarters of 
an inch in width), and an exposed 
knife-edge ridge from which a view 
of the best ski countrj' up north 
may be obtained. The last forty 
feet of the Condor have never been 
climbed and the lop of this attrac- 
tive rock is considered impregna- 
ble. 

The southern face of Mount 
Cesaire consists of a cliff approxi- 
mately five hundred feet in helglit 
and over one-quarter of one mile- 
in length. The climbing here Is of 
the open slab and cliff variety, with 
good rock -and few trees directly 
on the pitches. Four distinct routes 
have been found and there are 
many possible variations yet to be 
done. The routes vary from moder- 
ate to severe; one, the Great Waltz, 
is used as an advanced training 
climb whilst the Flying Arabesque 
and the Dizzy Ropture are more 
difficult and arc reserved for those 
with more experience,

Tully Talks 
On Fencing 

By George Tully 



It is well known that no ono Is 
too old to fence. I could tell of 
numerous cases of fencers whose 
ages range between fifty and 
seventy and whose ardour re- 
mains undlmmed, and I doubt whe- 
ther any other sport can produce 
athletes of similar age so active and 
possessing the stamina of these old 
fencers. 

One of the main reasons for the 
swordsman's longevity Is that phy- 
sical strength is not necessary in 
the proficiency. of his art. In many 
ways It is a hindrance rather than 
an asset. 

. <• ^ <. 
Tills sport does not produce 
or develop unsightly bunches 
of muscle, but makes for sup- 
pleness, grace of movement, 
and agility. Its greatest attrac- 
tion lies in Us combined phys- 
ical and mental training. De-

manding the highest association 
between brain and muscle, 
calling for the closest co-ordin- 
ation between brain, eye, hand, 
and foot, fencing brings into 
play almost every bodily func- 
tion. A fencer does not toss 
aside his weapon regrctfulljr at 
(he age ot tblrty-flve or forty.. 
He can look forward to à life* 
long enjoyment of (his pastime, 
which is more (ban can be said 
for most sporflng recreations. 
The passing of years does see 
a decline in (he swordsman's 
skill, for he reaches (he peak 
of his prowess a( a s(age later 
than that achieved by anyo(her 
type of sportsman.

In ^everyday life the fencer has a 
distinct advantage over his disin- 
terested neighbour. He feels sure 
of himself at all times and under 
all conditions. His training has 
made it Impossible tor him to strike 
an awkward pose. The constant 
use of his arms, legs, /and hands 
makes him stronger than the ord- 
inary man, and the consciousness 
o( this fact gives him confidence he 
would otherwise lack. In the busi- 
ness world he will be able to stand 
unusual strain, and this I know 
from personal experience. .

ber of older children -and adolescents showing 
anti-social tendencies is reported by the Men- 
tal Hyfiienc Institute. 531 Pine Ave. west, which 
seeks to "prevent mental disorders in individ- 
uals who early show signs c/ maladjustment. 

Much. of the Institute's. work Is with chil- 
dren because many of the serious mental dis- 
eases, and more particularly the milder foms, 
can be prevented by applying principles of 
menUl hygiene in the education and training 
of children. 

In 1842. 034 individuals came to the atten- 
tion of tlie Institute. Well over half were re- 
ferred from social agencies, the remainder 
came from the Juvenile Court, hospitals and 
schools. The majority of them were children 
and adolescents, with 84 per cent, under 20. 

Problems presented were behavior disorders 
in children, social failure and marital mal- 
adjustment, delinquency and anti-social con- 
duct and mental deficiency. Thirty per cent, 
of patients fell into the feeble-minded class, 
particularly the feeble-minded type which is 
"educablc". 

A number of children exhibited signs of 
nervousness, fears, seclusiveness and temper 
outbursts— expressions of anxiety of children 
whose relationship with their parents is in 
secure.. If these children fail to get proper 
treatment they develop abnormal patterns of 
behavior, become too sensitive, neurotic, dC' 
pressed and mentally ill. If the community 
fails to provide treatment for them, it will be 
forced to pay later the much higher costs of 
Jail or mental institution care. 

To this work the Welfare Federation made 
a grant of $14,409 in 1942. 



Prisonsr's Aid 

While the number of men and women. being 
aided by tlie Prisoners' Aid and Welfare Asso- 
ciation has dropped with the fall in peniten- 
tiary and Jail figures, cosU have risen. The 
Association is now able to place all physically 
fit discharged prisoners but before they find 
jobs temporary financial aid Is necessary and 
clothes and carfare arc often provided. 

Individual counselling services to men and 
women have also increased, as the Association 
believes that the real rchabililalion of the 
prisoner begins when he is convicted. In 1942 
the Association gave court services to 129 per- 
sons. These included legal defence, interven- 
tion with judges, general advice and legal ser- 
vices. It also provided court services to 548 
discharged men. Number of interviews given 
in rehabiliUtion work was 2,090 with 1,278 ln> 
dlvlduals served. 

In addition to financial aid covering room 
rents, food orders, shoe repairs, laundry, text 
books and education requisites for the Mont- 
real Jail, clothing purchased, railway fares 
paid, car tickets supplied and >jail cakes dis- 
tributed, the Association gave 1,038 meal orders 
and 238 night's shelter. Calls to .courts and 
homes on behalf of those served totalled 532. 

Through the Association's efforts, inmates of 
the Montreal Jail were allowed to offer blood 
for the blood bank of the Canadian Red Cross 
with 80 responding in 1042. Regular visits by 
a trained worker were made available to 
women and girls leaving the Protestant Jail 
and advice given. 

To this work Welfare Federation made a 
grant of $3,380 In 1042.

support to further child welfare by setting up 
the Child Welfare Department as an adjunct 
to the Family Welfare DepartmenL Long 
aware of the need, the Federation of Jewish 
Philanthropies deemed it more essential' àt this 
time to establish this department because of 
the regrettable move of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment in dispensing with the services of a 
Jewish probation officer 'at the Juvenile Court. 

The newly created Child Welfare Depart- 
ment, planning for comprehensive welfare in- 
cludes in its functions; 

(a) Prevention mé treatment of Juvenile 
delinquency. 

(b) The placement and supervision of chil 
dren in foster homes. , 

(c) Institutional placement of children. 

(d) Protection of children born out of wed 
lock. 

(c) Social study and arrangements for adop 
lions. 

(f) Care to neglected children in their own 
homes. 

In performing its function in the conunun- 
ity, the Child Welfare Department is endeav 
ouring to safeguard the neglected and depend' 
ent child according to the present day standard 
of social service. In line with this, it is mak 
ing efforts to duplicate normal Jewish family 
life by providing foster home care for all 
children for whom this is the best type of 
adjustment. The standards of service will 
advance in relation to dévelopment of facilities 
and resources for its functioning.

Hits wiUi the balance 
of the back side or flat hits do not 
count 

After you have waded through 
this synopsis of fencing, you might 
be tempted to try it; if so, don't 
be backward.

Dear Sir: 

I have been following the con- 
troversies -between the students on 
the "Refugee appeal" issue and 
have drawn these conclusion;. 

Each author has his own points, 
some good and some bad, but none 
seem to cover the Issue completely 
or even near that goal. 

I feel that the. immigration au- 
thorities are the ones who know 
the best course of action for Can- 
ada and lis citizens. They regulate 
their laws from facts, not sympathy. 
Therefore I see no reason why 
any person- or persons with less 
knowledge on the subject than 
these 'Officials should try to force 
them to pass a law that they 
haven't seen fit to act on 'because 
of the cold facts. 

If this petition had originated
